Radio Reports Strike Under Way in Bujumbura

did not go to work. The situation in the capital is as 
follows: the town center is empty; no shops are open. The 
central market remained closed. A few people who had 
come into the city returned home. No transport vehicles 
were on the road. Otraco urban transport company buses 
did not pick up employees as usual. In ali the places we 
visited, schools were closed. The few students who had 
gone to school were seen returning home. In the districts, 
many people were seen standing along the roads, and 
looking as though they were killing time. We also noticed 
the presence of many security personnel in the streets of 
Bujumbura. There were many of them in the town 
center, and in the districts. 


This action is in response to a call by the former ruling 
Union for National Progress party to its members and 
supporters to stop work to force the resignation of the 
prime minister. 


For television viewers, you heard yesterday that Prime 
Minister Anatole Kanyenkiko said in Gitega that he will 
vacate his post as, according to him, it is not his father’s 
property. However, he is waiting for his successor. [pas-

Kanyenkiko Refuses To Resign

general strike launched today, the prime minister says he 
has no intention to resign and leave a political vacuum. 
In an interview to the local radio, the prime minister 
estimates that the [opposition] Uprona [Union for 
National Progress] chairman should bear the responsi- 
bility of the aftermath of the strike. 


Mr. Kanyenkiko [the prime minister] explained that as 
long as no other candidate has been chosen [for the post 
of prime minister], he will continue working. For him, 
the Uprona party must comply with mechanisms pro- 
vided by the power-sharing agreement as far as resolu- 
tions of conflicts are concerned. 


The chairman of the Uprona party, Charles Mukasi, on 
his turn, says the general strike will be observed until the 
fall of the government led by Mr. Kanyenkiko. Mr. 
Mukasi said the opposition has already expressed that 
the prime minister does no more enjoy its confidence as 
requested by the president of the Republic. [sentence as

The chairman of the Uprona party has accused the 
president of the Republic of trying to divide the opposi- 
tion parties. He said the president of the Republic should 
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officially request the opposition parties to present a new 
prime minister as recently agreed upon by the political 
partners. For Mr. Mukasi, a new government which is 
accepted by all should be set up as soon as possible to 
face the country’s greatest challenges.

It has been agreed that all must be done in 
compliance with the power-sharing agreement. The gov- 
ernment has warned that conflicts should not be settled 
in streets, through blackmail, intimidation or any form 
of terrorism. 


The police and security forces have been called on to 
apprehend all the troublemakers. The government has 
also called on the civil servants to resume work. Each 
ministry has been requested to hand over a report to the 
Ministry of Public Service in order to determine the 
salary of the civil servants [on strike]. A special unit has 
been created to tackle the issue of private newspapers 
which continue to instigate ethnic hatred. 


In the second instance, the secretary of state in charge of 
cooperation submitted a report on preparations of the 
regional conference to be opened this Wednesday [15 
February] in Bujumbura. He said all the conditions are 
now gathered to guarantee the good proceedings of the

Spokesman Comments on Army Reorganization

there is tension in Burundi, we now have an interview 
with the army spokesman, Lieutenant Colonel Jean- 
Bosco Daradangwe. After the murder of President Nda- 
daye in October 1993 the authorities promised a 
reorganization of the army. Muriel Pomponne, our spe- 
cial correspondent, asked Colonel Daradangwe how 
things are progressing: 


[Begin recording] [Daradangwe] We have increased 
transparency as far as recruitment to the army is con- 
cerned, we have improved geographical accessibility by 
decentralizing the enrolment and iest centers, and on the 
level of the tests themselves we have increased transpar- 
ency—we have permitted participation by most of the 
observers present, and furthermore recruitment has been 
supervised by a commission in which members of the 
National Assembly, OAU observers, and even all coop- 
eration aid workers present participate. So, this is not a 
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new element. All we have done is to increase the number 
of people we already had there to improve the (?percep- 
tion) of our army. 


{[Pomponne] Yes, the Burundian Army was accused of 
being very largely Tutsi, and of being closed to Hutus. 
With these procedures you have just described, will 
things change? 


[Daradangwe] This accusation has no basis. It is a 
volunteer army, so to join the Burundian Army you have 
to apply and to pass various tests as in all the armies in 
the world. 


The way we are improving now is by removing a number 
of barriers and the first one that needs to go is the one to 
do with geography, and to make the army accessible to 
all candidates who want to join it, so they can do so 
without difficulty. 


Otherwise, we wonder whether the balance of figures 
(needs to) be corrected in this way. We think that the 
Burundian Army [words indistinct] in terms of balance 
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of figures, but in terms of the operational capacity of this 
army given the current context and given the missions 
that this army has. [end recording]

[FBIS Translated Text] [Al-Amin] What ts your evidence 
of Sudan's support for the Eritrean Jihad Organization 
and of the Sudanese Government's plans to undermine 
your stability, as you say? 


[Isaias] We proved this in details and in the documents 
we presented in the meetings of the joint security com- 
mittee. We defined the number of those who were 
trained by the government of the Islamic Front in 
Khartoum and the type of training they received. We 
proved that they are Eritreans. not Sudanese as they 
claim. We have information about these training camps 
which are said to be popular defense camps for training 
elements from outside the region who are known to 
oppose their governments. We do not want to reveal the 
names of these governments. 


{[Al-Amin] Have you expelled approximately 500 
Sudanese from Eritrea recently? Why? 


{Isaias] We did not take such a step. 


[Al-Amin] Sudan accused you of supporting the opposi- 
tion to the government, holding a meeting with oppo- 
nents in Asmara, and promising them aid, including a 
beamed radio station? 


{Isaias] This is incorrect and we do not race with 
Khartoum in its acts toward us. 


{[Al-Amin] Sudanese officials said that your differences 
with Sudan are triggered by fear of the economic burden 
which would result from the return of 500,000 Eritrean 
refugees. This would result in a shift in the balance of 
power if they join the opposition, particularly since your 
opponents are trained and do not need any training? 


[Isaias] The so-called Eritrean Islamic Jihad Movement 
iS an agent movement established by the Islamic 
National Front in Sudan in 1989—that is, two years 
before the liberation of Eritrea. Its members did not take 
part in the military effort. Where did they receive their 
training? It is a group that aims at serving foreign 
interests which conflict with the national interests. 


The saying that the Eritrean refugees can become a tool 
in the hands of foreign forces against their country is 
false and paradoxical. Those people took part in the 
referendum on the independence of Eritrea and sup- 
ported the establishment of the transitional and present 
government. Their interests are linked with their 
country. they will not become an economic burden, and 
they will contribute to the economic activities. We have 
a plan to organize their return in phases over four years; 
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the international community extended approximately 
$260 million as aid. So far, 100,000 refugees have 
returned. 


[Al-Amin] Have you received pledges of U.S. aid to your 
country in light of the U.S. decision to reduce aid to 
Africa? 


{!saias] We do not depend on aid from the U.S. or others. 
We ‘velieve the countries, particularly in Africa, should 
concentrate on developing their domestic resources and 
politica! and economic institutions. They should also 
benefit from the international climate. I reiterated this to 
the U.S. Administration during my visits. We depend on 
our Own resources no matter what they are, and we 
succeeded in overcoming internal difficulties. 


{Al-Amin] You joined the OAU, but you have not yet 
joined the Arab League. Why? 


[Isaias] We joined the OAU when we achieved indepen- 
dence hecause we are a part of Africa. This is natural, 
although the OAU is ineffective. This is a fact that 
cannot be denied. The Arab League, however, is a 
political issue, it is an attempt by some states to set up a 
regional organization which does not have a real pres- 
ence and whose situation might be worse than the OAU. 
In general, we do not join organizations to seek an 
identity. 


[Al-Amin] The Horn of Africa, especially in Somalia, is 
still in a state of instability. In your view, what are the 
ways to achieve stability and development in the Horn of 
Africa? 


[Isaias] The situation in Somalia became better following 
UN intervention. Although a vacuum might be created 
after the UN forces’ departure, the Somalis, however, are 
capable of solving their problems by themselves. We seek 
to achieve integration in the Horn of Africa to ensure 
stability and economic cooperation. I believe this should 
take priority over any differences. 


[Al-Amin] Your approach to intensifying cooperation 
with Israel 1s opposed by some Arab parties? 


[Isaias} This issue is not exciting any longer. The Pales- 
tinians themselves, Jordan, and Egypt, before them, 
established relations with Israel. Morocco and Tunisia 
also followed them; and the Israeli prime minister vis- 
ited Amman. This is what has been announced; God 
knows what is hidden. 


{Al-Amin] After the independence was achieved, you 
spoke about political pluralism. Has this been achieved, 
or is the Popular Front for the Liberation of Eritrea still 
the party which rules the country? 


[Isaias] A transitional plan began in 1993 and it will 
continue until 1997 to set up democratic, pluralistic rule. 
A commission has been set up from experts, from inside 
and outside, and from citizens to draft a constitution. 
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We also held a national conference to draft a constitu- 
tion for Eritrea which will be endorsed by a body which 
will be elected by the Eritrean people.

They 
think leadership is trading insults in order to woo votes, 
so that you may be seen to be courageous for being able 
even to insult the president. | am telling the police, 
however, that anybody who insults me should be 
arrested. [applause] I have tolerated this hoping that they 
will desist but they have not so let the law take its course 
[applause] effective today. 


If you want to lead, you do not have to insult to be able 
to lead. No, leadership is something else altogether. You 
have to learn how to lead human beings, and not issue 
insults and so on. I recently said that there are people 
being trained to invade Kenya. Had I been a man who 
engages in discord and lies I would not have led for 
almost 40 years. [applause] What you have is the truth. I 
do not say what is not the truth. What I have said is the 
truth. [end recording] 


Moi Says Secret Groups Planning Civil Strife

Daniel arap Moi today revealed that a conspiracy to 
bring down the government was operating clandestinely 
in the name of Kenya Patriotic Front, and it was working 
in collaboration with the February 18 Movement, FEM. 
The president said that the plot was intended to cause 
civil strife and bloodshed in Kenya in the same way it 
did in Rwanda. The president said that the suffering 
experienced by the people of Burundi right now was 
caused through the same plot. 
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The president added that the plotters had targeted Kenya 
as their next country to destabilize in the same evil 
scheme. He cautioned that any attempt to interfere with 
Kenya’s peace and stability will trigger off a serious 
intertribal conflict. President Moi pointed out that the 
resultant chaos would definitely frustrate the aims of 
those wishing to fish from the troubled waters. 


At the same time, the president reiterated that the laws 
protecting the name and institution of the presidency 
were explicit, and would from now henceforth be 
enforced to the full. 


The president was addressing an impromptu mammoth 
mecting formed up by crowds who swarmed around him 
in Molo Town [Rift Valley Province] while on the meet

Saying that the opposition were notorious for offensive 
language, propagation of hate and violence, President 
Moi said that the recent rumors about himself were the 
worst evil a person could wish another. He pointed out 
that the rumor was meant to instill fear and despondency 
among the people, and create havoc. 


However, President Moi told the attentive crowd that at 
the height of the rumor, some opposition members were 
seen hovering around the international airport osten- 
sibly waiting for incoming friends but were in fact 
preparing to run away. The president once again made it 
clear that the government would not allow Rift Valley to 
continue being used by opposition members from out- 
side the province as a theater for violence and destruc-

Mohamed is, together with the formidable General 
Aidid, one of Somalia’s main “warlords,” although he is 
nominally the country’s president. Following the UN 
peacekeeping forces’ withdrawal, Mahdi forecasts a 
return to the civil war, which caused in 1991 one of 
Africa’s greatest humanitarian catastrophes. 


{Mellado] What is the current situation in Somalia? 


[Mohamed] One of extreme tension. With the UN 
troops’ coming departure, one stage is closing and 
another is beginning for which we must be prepared; a 
stage of uncertainty in which I am certain that we will 
experience a real war. In this country there are politi- 
cians so power-hungry that they set their interests above 
those of the people, and that is why there must be war. 


[Mellado] To whom are you referring when you say that 
there are power-hungry politicians? 


[Mohamed] To General Aidid. 
[Mellado] How would you assess the UN operation? 


[Mohamed] As a resounding failure. Well , it is necessary 
to distinguish two levels. At the humanitarian level, they 
have prevented the deaths of many thousands of 
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Somalis, but, at the political and social level, they came 
in order to bring peace and so that a government would 
be formed, and did not achieve this... Moreover, they 
have succeeded in making the Somali people, who 
received them with hope, end up hating them. 


[Mellado] What was the cause of this failure? 


[Mohamed] Primarily because they scorned the advice 
which we politicians who wanted peace gave them. They 
believed themselves to be superior; they believed that 
they were in possession of the truth because they had the 
strength, and despised the Somalis. We asked the Amer- 
icans on their arrival to disarm the population, and they 
did not do so. When they decided to carry it out, it was 
already too late. Strength is not enough to disarm a 
country. 


[Mellado} Will you attack the UN troops during their 
departure? 


[Mohamed] I gave a U.S. delegation my word that the 
international troops’ withdrawal would be respected, 
and I will keep it. 


{[Mellado] Would you accept Gen. Aidid’s controlling 
Mogadishu’s purt and airport? 


{Mohamed} Never. Certainly not. We are prepared to 
defend our right to benefit from the things which are a 
national asset. We fiave proposed to Aidid setting up a 
joint committee to run the port and the airport, and he 
has not even replied to us. That committee is the last 
hope of stopping the civil war, but if I have to be 
realistic, it is almost impossible. 


{Mellado] So is there no possibility of dialogue? 


[Mohamed] We are trying to do our utmost to prevent 
confrontations, but there are many weapons which are in 
the hands of irresponsible people, and this makes war ‘..c 
only dialogue possible, because it is the only one that 
they understand. 


[Mellado}] What prevents peace? 


[Mohamed] This country’s real problem is called Aidid. 
That is the cancer which Somalia has. 


{Mellado] Would you accept a government of national 
unity which did not include the president? 


[Mohamed] Yes, but we will never associate with ban- 
dits; only with those who want democracy. 


[Mellado] What would your election program be? To 
turn Somalia into an Isiamic republic? 


[Mohamed] In northern Mogadishu and in some regions 
we have set up Islamic courts charged with applying the 
laws laid down by the Koran. Now order has been 
restored in these areas. 


[Mellado] The humanitarian organizations have left. 
How will this affect the population? 
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[Mohamed] It will affect them considerably. They have 
done a great job and I deeply regret that they have fled. 
They had no reasons. It is not true that they are leaving 
for security reasons. It was the organizations which were 
in Aidid’s territory which were in the greatest danger. 


Factions Prepare for More Fighting in Kismaayo

the southern Somali port of Kismaayo which is con- 
trolled by General Morgan’s faction. Over the last few 
months, they have had the upper hand over the rival 
factions allied to General Aidid but now with the depar- 
ture of UN troops from Kismaayo, dispute has broken 
out over the resources which Unosom [United Nations 
Operation in Somalia] has left behind. From Mogadishu, 
Ali Musa Abdi faxed this report: 


Former military radio stations now controlled by dif- 
ferent clans, have been reporting that forces loyal to the 
imam of (Absame), Said Hussein, are gathering at 
Afmado and Baraare Districts, around 100 km south and 
southwest of Kismaayo to attack the militias of Gei. 
Morgan. This renewed crisis comes after a political 
confrontation between the imam and Gen. Morgan after 
Unosom Indian troops pulled out of Kismaayo in 
December last year. 


The supporters of the imam of (Absame), who are allies 
of Colonel Omar Jays, say they have not been given their 
share in the administration of Kismaayo’s air and sea 
ports. A dispute over six vehicles and 1,550 barrels of 
fuel left by the Indian Unosom troops is said to be the 
origin of the conflict. According to reports, all this 
property fell into the hands of Gen. Morgan after the 
Indian UN troops left. 


A letter of condolence from Gen. Morgan to the family of 
former dictator Mohamed Siad Barre, who died at the 
beginning of the year, also led to problems. In the letter, 
Gen. Morgan spoke on behalf of the imam, and this also 
escalated the misunderstanding between the two men. 
The imam said he was not aware of the letter nor its 
contents. According to a spokesman of the SPM [Somali 
Patriotic Movement] movement with who the imam is 
allied, the imam had rejected sending any condolence to 
the late dictator’s family. 


Gen. Adan Abdullahi Gabeyow, an ally of Ali Mahdi, 
has flown to the region to try to settle the dispute but so 
far no progress has been reported as both sides are 
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rearming themselves heavily for the predicted second 
round of civil war in the region.

Armed Gang I ots Weapons From Police Station

30-strong armed gang attacked a Ugandan police station 
on Friday [10 February] and looted the station’s 
armoury and other equipmeni, the official NEW 
VISION newspaper reported here on Saturday. 


The paper said the gang attacked Buwambo police sta- 
tion in Mpigi District. 40 kilometres (25 miles) west of 
here, and stabbed and overpowered the lone police 
officer guarding it, before taking off with five sub- 
machineguns and other equipments of unknown value. 


Earlier, the gang, armed with brand new machineguns 
and clad in new Army uniforms, complete with red 
berets, similar to those worn by President Yoweri 
Museveni’s National Resistance Army (NRA) soldiers, 
had attacked local government police cells and freed 27 
prisoners before going on to attack the police station. 
Ciispus Kiyonga, the minister responsible for police 
services, confirmed the attack on Saturday, but quickly 
ruled out any political motive, dismissing the attackers 
as “bandits whose aim was to get guns and terrorise 
people for their own economic gains”. 


Last October, a rebel group calling itself the ‘“Baganda 
Youth Movement” claimed responsibility for attacks on 
police stations in Mukono district, some 30 kilometres 
(12.5 miles) east of here, during which guns and police 
uniforms were also looted. Press reports here have 
recently indicated that activities by rebels had sprung up 
in the influential central Buganda region, where 
Museveni, then a rebel leader, started a five-year bush 
war in 1981, two months after the December 1980 
general election that returned former Ugandan President 
Milton Obote’s Uganda People’s Congress (UPC) to 
power. 


Relations between Museveni and his Baganda allies have 
recently deteriorated because of the president’s refusal to 
agree tc demands by the 4.8 million Bagandas for a 
federal « ystem to be incorporated in the new constitution 
currently under debate in the Constituent Assembly. 
Museveni prefers a unitary system of government, with 
powers delegated to the districts as viable 70 ‘ical units. 
The government has continued to maintain that the new 
wave of armed attacks were not in any way linked to the 
disagreement, but radical Bagandas have vowed to fight 
for what they term their “genuine demand”.

Those who lost the election and others who have not 
participated have infiltrated trade unions with the 
intend to cause instability. 


Mr Mandela said he gave a stern warning to civil 
servants last week at Bisho, Eastern Cape that those who 
broke the law would be brought to book and he received 
overwhelming support from civil servants present at the 
meeting. 


The government was not in a position to meet the 
demands of civil servants because of budget constraints, 
but the next budget in March would begin to address the 
basic needs of people. 


[0651 GMT] Cape Town Feb 15 SAPA—President 
Nelson Mandela said on Wednesday he was in good 
health, but would not seek a second term of office after 
the next election in 1999. 


In an interview, he said he looked forward to retiring to 
his country village in the former Transkei. 


“I want to do a lot of the things which I always looked 
forward to, like spend more time with my grandchildren 
and reading when I want to.” 


Mr Mandela described his health as “reasonably good for my 
age”’ and said he had taken long walks during a recent visit to 
his holiday home at Qunu, his birthplace near Umtata. 
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But he firmly ruled out another term as president. 


“Definitely not. In 1996, I will be 80. I don’t think an 
octogenarian should be meddling in political affairs. I 
would like to give over to a younger man. But I will be 
available to give advice if needed.” 


[0739 GMT] Cape Town Feb 15 SAPA—South Africa’s 
government of national unity [GNU] had done well in its 
first nine months to unite the country, and break down 
tensions and conflicts of the past, President Nelson 
Mandela said Wednesday. 


Most of the GNU’s achievements in bringing peace and 
stability could not be quantified, but important projects— 
such as feeding no less than four million needy children 
and a medical scheme for pregnant mothers as well as 
children up to the age of six—had been undertaken. 


While he conceded the public perception that he had 
devoted more attention to reconciliation than to recon- 
struction and development—due to the press focusing 
more on his lack of bitterness after 27 years imprison- 
ment than his other work—he pointed out that the 
government had spent millions on the RDP [Reconstruc- 
tion and Development Program] and not a cent on 
reconciliation. 


He was satisfied with the government's unity and 
progress, although, as with any government, there had 
been differences and disagreements. 


No single issue had excited the people of South Africa 
more than education. Free education had begun this year 
for grade | children and would be introduced for chil- 
dren in other standards year by year. 


“It is now clear government policy that no child should 
be turned away from school, or refused admission 
because the parents cannot pay the required fees.” 


Urban and rural renewal projects, houses, sinking bore- 
holes and building dams in just nine months was a big 
achievement for the government. 


The government was committed to improving the lives 
of people, but this could not be done in a day. It would 
take up to five years to achieve and the people under- 
stood that. 


[0742 GMT] Cape Town Feb 15 SAPA—The African 
National Congress has instituted a strict code of conduct 
for members as well as a disciplinary committee to probe 
allegations of corruption by its officials, President 
Nelson Mandela said on Wednesday [15 February].

“We have made the rules, but to get people to comply 
and behave in accordance with those rules, is a process,” 
he said in an interview.

The constraints imposed by last year’s budget, that had 
been drafted by the previous government, made it diffi- 
cult for the new government to address the wage 
demands of public servants. 


“These demands will be addressed in our own budget 
next month. But even that budget must be so structured 
that while addressing the basic needs of the majority of 
the population, there should be no dislocation of other 
services.” 


The move away from the current budget had to be 
gradual to avoid disruption, he said. 


[0841 GMT] Cape Town Feb 15 SAPA—The integration 
of former guerrillas into the South African National 
Defence Force [SANDF] was going “very well’’, Presi- 
dent Nelson Mandela said on Wednesday. 


In an interview, he said the process previously took the 
form of blacks being incorporated into the SANDF 
under the control of the former South African Defence 
Force [SADF] management. 


“We have changed that. We have set up a structure 
which is representative of the entire population so that 
the process should be one of integration, not of absorp- 
tion by a white army.”

Mr Mandela said the South African Police Service, 
under the leadership of new Commissioner George Fivaz 
and his four deputies, would act firmly to stamp out 
crime, which had reached an “unacceptable level’’. 


“We are already taking steps which are destined to put 
an end to crime in the country.”

The 1995/96 budget would shift the emphasis on health 
expenditure towards primary health care. Human 
resource or skills development and the promotion of 
small to medium enterprises would also be addressed. 


Government departments were developing long-term 
expenditure strategies which would form the basis for the 
five-year income and expenditure plan, Naidoo said. 
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Each department was investigating expenditure alloca- 
tions linked to the priorities of the Reconstruction and 
Development Programme [RDP]. 


The RDP would deploy some R9-billion [rands] in 
funding during the 1994/95 and 1995/96 financial years, 
he said in his speech to the conference read on his behalf 
by RDP Director-General Bernie Fanaroff.

[Savimibi] When I heard about those irregularities in the 
INDEPENDENTE [arms to Angola scandal], our wish 
and the tiidignation I expressed to the UNITA [National 
Union for the Total Independence of Angola] leadership 
was that we should not maintain relations with Portugal 
because these are permanently tense. Because, as I said it 
at the time—and stated it openly to the congress— 
relations between the Angolan and the Portuguese 
people should be eternal.

UNITA forces repelled the government forces. 


Meanwhile, the Northern Command of the Armed Forces 
for the Liberation of Angola [FALA] has called for the 
immediate intervention of the UN Angola Verification 
Mission-2 to prevent the derailment of the peace process. 


During the raid, UNITA forces captured an FAA soldier. He 
told our correspondent that government troops have been 
instructed to storm a number of UNITA positions before 
the deployment of the first Blue Helmet contingent.

Dhlakama said the conference will focus on the entire 
democratization process, elections, the electoral cam- 
paign, party strategies, and preparations for the party's 
future. Asked whether he was coming to Quelimane for 
good—he has said in the past that he intends to reside 
there—the Renamo leader said he was there to attend the 
party conference. He said that his visit to Zambezia 
Province is happening at a good time and that Queli- 
mane is his second home. 


[Begin recording] [Dhlakama] I have come here to attend 
my party’s national conference. I would like to confirm 
that Zambezia Province and Quelimane are Renamo’s 
second capital and my second home. It will stay [words 
indistinct] this also reflects some change. The fact that 
we have chosen to hold this conference in Quelimane 
means change has begun. 


I would like to convey the following message to Zam- 
bezia Province: Your son has arrived. I was the winning 
candidate in this province, and I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank the people of Zambezia Province 
for choosing me and the Renamo party. Although the 
Mozambique Liberation Front [Frelimo] Party robbed 
Dhiakama of votes, I would like to thank the people of 
Zambezia Province for showing their support for our 
struggle from the start. Zambezia Province has been a 
source of great encouragement to Renamo; it has always 
been our second capital. {end recording] 


We asked Dhlakama if the prohibition against rebuilding 
health centers and schools and placing teachers and 
nurses in areas formerly controlled by his party was 
(?still in force) [words indistinct]. 


[Begin Dhla! »™a recording] That is not true. If people 
do not want or do not manage to rehabilitate health 
centers, schools, and so on, that is because they are 
incompetent. There is no one inside Renamo who will 
forbid anyone from building health centers. Renamo 
members are also Mozambican citizens. They are the 
sons and daughters of the Mozambican people, and they 
want hospitals, food. and jobs. The incompetence of 
Frelimo personnel [words indistinct] do not exist. We 
used to administer some areas. It is necessary for the 
Mozambican Government and Renamo to draw up a 
timetable to transfer administrative duties from Renamo 
to the new government-appointed officials, but this is 
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not happening. Instead, what happens is that a Frelimo- 
appointed administrator arrives in Mecubela and says: 
You were the Renamo administrator. Get out. Huw can 
he say that? Where was he for the last 16 years? Why did 
he run away from the area? 


What we demand is a program that shows when Renamo 
administrators—whether they are in Mecubela, Zitundo, 
Mavago, Lurio, (Naminje) or any other area—are sup- 
posed to leave. A timetable must be drawn up so 
Renamo can warn its men. We can then tell our men: 
Listen, my brother, you were the administrator here, but 
now that the elections have taken place, you will have to 
make way for this government-appointed man. That is 
what I would describe as a sensible transfer. However, 
the government does not want to do this. It wants to 
project the image that Renamo lost everything, so it says: 
You belong to Renamo. You lost. Get out. 


Renamo did not lose. Quite the contrary: Dhlakama and 
Renamo won, but Frelimo robbed us of votes. [end

The Renamo leader said abuses by the police will also be 
discussed at the meeting.

It makes no sense for a person not to 
govern in an area where his party won and to go govern 
in an area where his party lost. Why? I do not know that 
I would describe that as reconciliation. Perhaps it is just 
an attempt to mislead people. We were only asking for 
Renamo to have governors in the provinces where it won 
the vote. Things might have been different—and I would 
have agreed with it—had President Chissano said: My 
brother Dhlakama, it is not a good idea to place Renamo 
people in the five provinces where it won the vote 
because that would mean an internal ideological divide. 
I would agree with that perception. I would have agreed 
had he proposed something like this: Dhiakama, i accept 
that Renamo should place governors in three of the five 
provinces where it won the vote, but the other two 
provinces must be swapped.

He called on the Frelimo Party to refrain from placing all 
state organs under its control, as it has done with the 
Police Force and the State Information and Security 
Service [SISE]. He said of late, the Frelimo Party has 
been instructing the Mozambique police to harass oppo- 
sition members, particularly Renamo members, notably 
in the five provinces where Renamo won the elections. 
The Renamo leader spoke about corruption in the gov- 
ernment and stressed that SISE follows instructions from 
the Frelimo Party Central Committee. Dhlakama even 
said that Mozambique is a country without a govern- 
ment at the present moment.

A common 
citizen is not able to buy these enterprises, since he 
cannot get bank loans. Efforts are made to convince 
people that there are national entrepreneurs in the 
country. These entrepreneurs are not free, however, 
because Frelimo leaders control their finances. We must 
work very hard to force Frelimo leaders to explain to the 
people their concrete program to resolve the country’s 
present problems. We must call on the international 
community and donors to make their assistance to 
Mozambique, through the Frelimo government, condi- 
tional on the fight against corruption.
